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Report of Moth Supermtendent 


Honorable Board of Selectmen,

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit, for your approval, the annual report 
of the Moth Superintendent for the year ending December 
31, 1935. 


During the winter months of 1934 and 1935, and well in- 
to the spring, twenty men were engaged in creosoting Gypsy 
Moth egg clusters throughout the Town highways and many 
other infested areas. 


The trees along the roads as well as the adjoining wood- 
ed areas showed very little signs of any severe stripping of 
foliage during the eating period; yet further back from the 
roads the Moth was very active. 


Attention should be given by private owners of farm 
lands to the Gypsy Moth, as there are noticeable infestations 
in some localities, and have caused considerable damage to 
some crops. 


This department has made application for a WPA pro- 
ject, employing forty men and two foremen, for creosoting 
the Moth egg clusters in our shade trees and also to endeavor 
to give help to those badly infested areas on private property. 
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Due to the fact that the Town Forest has been decidedly 
improved and enlarged and needs the protection of spraying 
during the eating period, from the Gypsy Moth, this depart- 
ment has included in its requested budget, funds for the pur- 
chase of one new spraying machine. There is not sufficient 
equipment to do the work required. Last year we used two 
very old machines for a spraying project in the Town Forest 
and they did not operate satisfactorily. 


Some attention was given in the Fall months to the Fall 
Web Worm but as the department’s funds were exhausted it 
was impossible to do any extensive work on this pest.

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Report of Tree Warden 


Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit, for your approval, the annual report 
of the Tree Warden, for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


Upon receiving appointment to the office of Tree Warden 
in June, immediate attention was given by this department 
to the proper care of the Tent Caterpillar which at that time 
were eating everything within their reach. 


Early in July this department sponsored an ERA Project 
for two months for the examination of our Elm trees for the 
much talked of Dutch Elm Disease. Many doubtful Elm trees 
were examined and specimens were sent into the Bureau of 
Botany at the Massachusetts State College and a favorable 
report was received that no Dutch Elm Disease was discov- 
ered. There was nothing else very alarming with the excep- 
tion of the different kinds of rust and blight that are con- 
trolled more or less by weather conditions. 


This department sponsored a tree pruning project and 
pruned many trees on the following streets and localities, 
Pin Oak Way, Elm Road, Mill Road, Woods Hole, Megansett, 
and Davisville. 


We also have a project for the cutting of the Brown tail 
Moth nests and the removing of old apple trees and wild 
cherry. This project employs eight men and foreman. 
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There is also the project, employing twelve men and two 
foremen, clearing brush, and removing underbrush roots on 
many dangerous curves and roads; and preparing these areas 
for seeding in the spring. Thus making a permanent clear 
vision on these roads. The following are roads worked under 
this project: Shore Road to Woods Hole, Quissett Avenue, 
Oyster Pond Road, Sippewissett Road, North Falmouth Shore 
Road, Wild Harbor Road, Hatchville Road, and Sandwich 
Road. 


There are several streets that still require attention by 
brushing out the sides of growing bushes, and the pruning 
and removing of trees. 


This department has requested in its budget funds for 
the purchase of new trees to fill in the vacant spaces on many 
of the streets throughout the Town.

The following cases and claims comprise those in which 
the Town of Falmouth or its officers acting on its behalf were 
parties during the calendar year 1935: 


Annie R. Whittemore vs. Eunice M. Lawrence, Town Clerk. 
This is a petition in the Supreme Judicial Court at Bos- 


ton praying that a writ of mandamus issue against the Town 
Clerk of Falmouth to require her to expunge from her official 
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records as Town Clerk of Falmouth the votes taken at the 
Special Town Meeting of January 30, 1935 at which Special 
Town Meeting it was voted to amend the Zoning By-Law by 
changing the property owned by Samuel T. Cahoon on the 
East side of the Sippewissett Road into a Light Industrial 
District. 


This petition was based on three grounds, namely:—(1) 
that registered voters could not obtain access to the Town 
Meeting; (2) That the Planning Board failed to make a re- 
commendation previous to the vote of the town; (3) That 
the change of this particular piece of property located in the 
midst of a Single Residence District into a Light Industrial 
District damaged the surrounding residential property and 
therefore the town could not legally make such a change. 


After a hearing before a Single Justice of the Supreme 
Judicial Court the case was heard in detail by Edwin L. Bar- 
ney, Esq. as Auditor. The hearings before him were com- 
pleted on May 3, 1935. His Final Report as Auditor was filed 
on November 21, 1935. The Auditor’s Report in substance 
finds that there was reasonable access to the Town Meeting 
for registered voters; that there was no recommendation by 
the Planning Board; and that the action of the Town Clerk 
in recording the vote of the Town amending the Zoning By- 
Law was valid. Following a hearing on the Auditor’s Report 
before a Single Justice of the Supreme Court the matter was 
referred back to the Auditor for further findings on the third 
ground. The Auditor was instructed by the Court to consider 
evidence already put in before him on this issue and such 
additional evidence as either party might consider it advis- 
able to introduce and to make a further report thereon. 


A second case was brought in this same matter on 
December 19, 1935, viz:—Annie R. Whittemore vs. Ray D. 
Wells, Building Inspector. This case was also brought in the 
Supreme Judicial Court at Boston and is based on the third 
ground above referred to. Presumably the reason for this sec- 
ond case is that in order to attack the validity of the pro- 
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posed amendment to the zoning law it is necessary to have 
the proceedings brought against the Building Inspector. This 
case was also referred to Auditor Barney with the same in- 
structions. 


Both of these cases will soon be heard together before 
Auditor Barney on the single issue as to the right of the Town 
of Falmouth to change this particular piece of property into 
a Light Industrial District. When his report on this single 
issue is completed and filed the matter will then be heard on 
the full report of the Auditor before a Single Justice of the 
Supreme Judicial Court who will render a decision. After 
that whichever party is aggrieved by the decision of the Single 
Justice of the Supreme Judicial Court may appeal and take 
the entire matter for final decision before the Full Bench of 
the Supreme Judicial Court. 


TAX APPEAL CASES 

There were ten cases brought before the Board of Tax 
Appeals at Boston against the Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth. The disposition of these cases up to January 1, 1936 
is as follows:— 


X-2767, Eliza R. S. Chute vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors. 


This case was heard before the Board of Tax Appeals on 
April 29, 1935 and afterwards one of the members of that 
Board viewed the property on two different occasions and 
heard further evidence in Falmouth. The decision granted 
the petitioner a small reduction, that is, reduced the as- 
sessed valuation $1500 on a total assessed valuation of 
$20,400. These proceedings disclosed that a small building 
on the premises had not been assessed and in 1935 this was 
assessed at $1500.00 so that the present assessed valuation of 
this property is the same as it was before these proceedings. 


X-2882, Anna C\, Simes vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors. 
Settled by agreement. 
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X-3054 State Street Trust Co. and Helen E. Leatherbee, 
Executors vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors, 
Concerning Kensington Farms property. 


X-3055 State Street Trust Co. and Helen E. Leatherbee, 
Executors vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors, 

Concerning Brae Burn and Robert W. Leatherbee prop- 
erties. ‘ 

Both of these cases were based on the 1934 assessments 
and were settled by agreement. 


X-2812 Hilbert Van N. Schenck et als, Trustees vs. Falmouth 
Board of Assessors, and X-5956 Hilbert Van N. Schenck et 
als, Trustees vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors. 

These cases were tried before the Board of Tax Appeals 
at Boston on December 11, 1935. A decision is expected dur- 
ing the month of January 1936. 


6327 Johnson Securities Co. vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors. 

This case was tried before the Board of Tax Appeals at 
Boston on December 16 and 17, 1935. A decision is likewise 
expected in this case during January 1936. 


X-5938 Katherine S. Conley vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors. 

This case was heard before the Board of Tax Appeals on 
December 11 and 12, 1935. A decision is expected in January 
1936. 


In all of the foregoing cases the petitioners sought to 
have their assessed valuations reduced for the years 1934 or 
1935 or for both years and to have their tax bills likewise 
reduced. 


6328 Falmouth Institute vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors. 


6329 Falmouth Institute vs. Falmouth Board of Assessors. 
A corporation was organized by name of Falmouth In- 
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stitute and on March 31, 1934 deeds were recorded conveying 
title to this corporation of the Beebe property along Walker 
Street, Falmouth, and of the Beebe property known as High- 
field. It was claimed that this corporation was organized for 
charitable or educational or scientific purposes and there- 
fore having title to these properties on April 1, 1934 and hay- 
ing made use of them for the purposes of said corporation 
that both of these properties were totally exempt from taxa- 
tion by the Town of Falmouth. An alternative contention 
was made that if these properties were not exempt they were 
over-assessed and hence the tax bills should be substantially 
reduced. It was contended on behalf of the Town that no 
use of these properties was made on April 1, 1934 for any 
purpose which would entitle them to be exempt from taxa- 
tion; that the purposes of the corporation and the uses to 
which these properties were actually put were not for charit- 
able, educational or scientific purposes, and that on the facts 
and the law the claim to exemption from taxation by the 
Falmouth Institute was not warranted, that the assessors 
acted properly in assessing them, and that the assessed valu- 
ations represented the fair cash values. 


Anna M. Kerr vs. Inhabitants of Falmouth. 

This is an action of tort seeking damages for personal 
injuries, the writ being in the sum of $3000. The plaintiff 
claims to have fallen as the result of a defect in the sidewalk 
at Woods Hole. It appears that after the fall a member of 
the Police Department of Falmouth helped her to receive 
temporary aid at a nearby drugstore and then insisted that 
she go to a physician at Falmouth for examination. The evi- 
dence of the Town would indicate that the injuries were very 
slight. Apparently the plaintiff claims a substantial amount. 
The case is on the Barnstable jury trial list and may not 
come to trial for a year or two. 


In addition to the foregoing cases there was a claim 
brought by Caroline A. Handy for damages as the result of 
a fall claimed to have been caused by a sidewalk defect in 
Falmouth Village. As the liability insurance company for the 
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owner of the adjoining property assumed one-half of the 
cost of settlement it was deemed advisable to settle by like- 
wise having the Town pay one-half of the amount agreed 
upon. 


Inhabitants of Falmouth vs. City of Cambridge. 


This is a case brought on behalf of the Town to recover 
from the City of Cambridge for the cost of welfare aid ren- 
dered to parties having a legal settlement in Cambridge. The 
amount claimed is between $700 and $800. The law requires 
such a suit to be brought within two years. The failure of 
Cambridge to pay made it necessary to bring this proceed- 
ing. It is expected that when Cambridge has available funds 
for the purpose that a settlement will be made. 
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Report of Town Survey 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I beg to submit the following report on work on the Town 
Survey in 1935. 


The principal work has included plotting all transfers 
of property for the tax year 1935. This includes changing 
property lines on the maps where necessary, noting changes 
of owners and card-indexing them. 


The system adopted in 1934 has proved simple and feas- 
ible. This consists of a special notation on the map indicat- 
ing ownership changes, the name on the lot remaining the 
same. By reference to a card index, all changes of owners 
are shown with the date of change. 


From time to time deeds are brought to light which have 
not previously been recorded. These are plotted and the in- 
formation furnished the Assessors. 


In conjunction with a federal E. R. A. project, many deeds 
prior to 1910 have been copied and the information placed 
on the town maps. This work includes several hundred acres 
of land whose ownership was not previously known. 


One engineer has made a special study of Great Sippe- 
wissett Marsh and has straightened out the ownership of 
most of that area. 
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There are still on hand many deeds to land which we 
have not yet been able to identify due to the vague descrip- 
tions given. As transfers come through we are gradually re- 
ducing the number of unknown deeds by using the title refer- 
ence in the new deed to identify the old ones. 


We have been called on for a variety of work such as 
answering inquiries of property owners, correcting assess- 
ments, and making plans and collecting information for use 
in tax-appeal cases. In all this work there has been both 
field and office work. 


In connection with the numbering of houses in the vill- 
age section, the Town Maps proved of great assistance. 


There has been an increased demand for copies of the 
Assessors’ plans. These are available at cost. 


A room has been made available for engineering and 
drafting which has made it much easier to carry on the 
work—being close to the vault where records are stored, and 
within easy reach of the Assessors’ office with which we have 
to work in close cooperation. 


Due to the many calls we have had for furnishing in- 
formation and data, there remain a large number of unplot- 
ted deeds to be traced down and plotted. Although we were 
able to plot two years’ deeds this year, there is still one whole 
year’s deeds to plot to bring the records up to January 1, 1936. 


We also plan to complete the plotting of the areas in the 
so-called “Hill Lots” which were investigated earlier in the 
year. 


Work has been done by local engineers and draftsmen 
with occasional assistance of rodmen. In all there have been 
eight men employed for varying periods. 


It has been the aim to have different parts of the work 
done by the ones most familiar and best adapted to it, and 
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to divide the work as fairly as possible but with the main 
objective of securing the best results for the amount avail- 


able. 


There are over 300 plans in various offices in Town Hall 
exclusive of the Town Survey Maps. These include plans re- 
quired by law to be filed with the Town Clerk. It is recom- 
mended that a suitable plan cabinet be secured to file plans 
away and make them easily accessible.

Memo Regarding Proposed Work on Road 


Surveys and Bounds 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I beg to recommend that the appropriation for Road 
Surveys and Bounds should be sufficient to take care of ad- 
ditional work. The increase in the proposed work for 1936 is 
due to the following: 


According to the Town Counsel, it is necessary to file 
two plans of each proposed new road lay-out. One for the 
Town Clerk and one for the Registry of Deeds. The latter 
includes a minimum fee of $2 for filing. Previously, there 
have been few plans made for road lay-outs. Many accepted 
roads in the town are not bounded out. These should be done 
for the benefit of the public and the Highway Surveyor. 
These include among others: 


Waquoit East End Road from the Hayway to the Sand- 
wich Road. 


The Old Barnstable Road from Clark Street to the 
Mashpee line. 


Gifford Street from Morse Road to the Brick Kiln Road. 


Brick Kiln Road from the State Road to the Sandwich 
Road. 


Jones Road from Gifford Street to the East Falmouth 
State Road. 
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Sippewissett Road from Quissett Harbor Road through 
the Mehan Place. 


| Mill Road, North Falmouth, from the State Highway to 
Geggatt’s. 


Hog Island Road and Town Landing “Carpet Factory.” 


Town Roads are of widths varying from 30 to 60 feet. 
Those which are bounded are on one side only. County Roads 
are bounded on both sides. Several roads have been bound- 
ed but no description filed in the town records. These de- 
scriptions should all be prepared and filed. Among them are: 


East end of Gardner Road, Woods Hole 
Menauhant Road 

Quissett Ave., Woods Hole and Quissett 
Falmouth Heights Ave. 

School Street, Woods Hole 

Falmouth Heights Menauhant Road 
Davisville Road 

Gardiner Road 

Hog Island Road 

King Street 

Nye Road 

Mill Road 


There are many others, but these come to mind at the 
present time.

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Dumps Report 


At the present time the Town is maintaining three 
Dumps. One at East Falmouth, one at North Falmouth, and 
one at Gifford Street, Falmouth. 


In 1934 a petition signed by a large number of citizens 
was received by the Board of Health, protesting against the 
sanitary conditions of Gifford Street Dump, stating that if 
the conditions were not improved that Court action would be 
brought against the Town. This petition was also represented 
by counsel. 


Immediately on receipt of this petition a new location 
was looked for, and for numerous reasons we were unable to 
find any location that would be acceptable to the Board of 
Health. 


Application was made to the E. R. A. for financial assist- 
ance and it was granted. In this way we have obtained one 
of the finest dumps in the State. 


Arrangements were made to keep the dump in proper 
shape, in the form of Regulations. These are as follows: 


At a meeting of the Board of Health held on April 16th, 
1935, IT WAS VOTED to close the Dumps located at North 
Falmouth, East Falmouth, and West Falmouth, to the public, 
and to make the following regulations for the Public Dump 
situated at Gifford St., Falmouth, Mass.: 


The Gifford Street Dump hours will be from 8:00 A. M. to 
6:00 P. M. daily. Sundays and Holidays 9:00 A. M. to 12:00 
noon.

1. All garbage shall be brought to the dump in covered 
trucks or in covered containers. 


2. Garbage must not be mixed with rubbish of any kind 
or description. 


3. All paper in any form shall be brought to the dump 
free from cans and all other incombustible materials. 


4. Ashes shall not be mixed with other refuse of any 
sort. 


5. All refuse must be deposited where directed by the 
Dump Attendant. 


6. Nothing to be removed from the Dump without per- 
mission of the Dump Attendant. 


_ 7. Privy, vault, and cesspool contents, must not be 
placed in the dump. 


8. No refuse will be allowed to be deposited in the dump 
except during the Dump hours designated by the Board of 
Health, and during which time the Dump Attendant will be 
present. 


A penalty of $20.00 will be imposed for each offense. 
The above regulations to take effect May 20th, 1935.

The above regulations have proven to be satisfactory te 
the petitioners as well as the depositers. 
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The East and North Falmouth people did not approve of 
their dump being closed, and presented a petition signed by 
nearly all of their inhabitants, designating the same. There- 
fore, the Board of Health thought that for the best interests 
of all, it should be re-opened, and did so. 


With the co-operation of the Welfare Department labor 
was furnished, thus making the upkeep of the Dump reason- 
able.

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The milk has been tested regularly as to State require- 
ments: Total solids, 12 percent; Fat, 3.35 percent. Cream not 
less than 15 percent fat; also test for bacteria. There were 
57 tests during the year. 


The results of the above test are kept on record at the 
Health office, Town Hall, for the benefit of anyone who wish- 
es to see them. 


The carcasses of Slaughtered Animals inspected during 1935 
were as follows: Hogs 104, Cows 9. 


Forty-one dogs which bit persons during 1935 were exam- 
ined and inspected for symptoms of rabies. 


The State test of cattle for tuberculosis was held during 
the summer months, at which time 540 cows and 176 herds 
were tested without finding any reactors. 


One of the Regulations of the Board of Health is, that 
no milk shall be sold except from cows that have been tuber- 
culin tested or the milk pasteurized. This gives Falmouth 
the honor of being the largest town in the State having such 
an ordinance. Every cow in Falmouth is annually tuberculin 
tested. 


Another Regulation which must be kept in mind is as 
follows: “No person, firm, or corporation, or their employees, 
shall serve or sell milk in the Town of Falmouth, that is to be 
consumed on the premises, where sold, from any hotel, res- 
taurant, store lunch room, or fountain, roadside booth or 
stand, tea-room, or any boarding house where practice is 
made of serving meals to transients, except in the original 
stoppered bottle, as received from a milk plant or dairy.” 


The State has handed over the work carried on by the 
Chadwick Clinic in their Ten-year Program for the control 
of Tuberculosis among school children to the local sanatoria. 
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This year the work was conducted by Dr. J. G. Kelley, Supt. 
of the Barnstable County Sanatorium. Children with the 
consent of their parents, in the sixth, ninth, eleventh grades 
were given the opportunity to avail themselves of the examin- 
ation which included a skin test, which was followed by an 
X-ray and a physical examination if the skin test showed 
signs of positive reaction. Several cases of childhood type 
tuberculosis were found. This form of tuberculosis is not 
contagious and does not mean necessarily that it develops 
into an adult form of pulmonary tuberculosis. However, a 
weakness is present and should be watched. These children 
will be watched and examined yearly, and oftener if neces- 
sary.

No adult type of tuberculosis was found 
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An Immunization Clinic was held for the Prevention of 
Diphtheria, under the direction of the state and local Health 
Departments on the following dates: November 5th, 12th, 
19th, Dec. 3rd, and 10th. 


School Children Immunized 35 
Pre-school children 81 
Total 116 


It has been our custom to hold a Clinic consisting of 
three days. However, this year there were many who were 
unable to attend on the first three dates, therefore the Clinic 
was held on five dates in order to try and have each child 
receive the complete set of three injections. 


We feel that these Clinics have proved satisfactory as is 
shown by the following figures: 1931 — 14 cases diphtheria; 
1932 — 31 cases; 1933 — 1 case; and none in 1934 and 1935. 


We wish to thank the Nursing Association, the School 
Department through Mss Charlotte Holden, the Medical fra- 
ternity, and all societies and individuals, who have so kindly 
given their support to this Department.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Committee submit the following report for 
the year 1935. 


During the year there have been twelve regular and 
twelve special school committee meetings and with the ex- 
ception of a very few meetings the ‘full board have 
been in attendance. Mr. LeRoy Davis and Mr. Milton Thomp- 
son resigned from the Committee as they moved from the 
town and at a joint meeting of the remaining members of 
the School Committee and the Selectmen, Mr. Noah Gediman 
and Mr. John Vallis were elected to fill the vacancies. 


The year 1935 marked the one hundredth anniversary of 
the Lawrence High School, formerly Lawrence Academy. Ap- 
propriate ceremonies in the auditorium of the Junior High 
School honored the occasion under the supervision of the 
faculty of the High School. 


The enrollment has increased this year until at the pres- 
ent time it has reached 1527 pupils. This is the largest en- 
rollment ever recorded. It has been necessary to put on an 
additional bus which makes nine busses transporting pupils 
to the schools. There has been one resignation on the teach- 
ing staff and this vacancy was filled. Two new teachers were 
added at the beginning of the school year which makes a 
total of 58 teachers in the school system. 
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Through W. P. A. funds the Village School has been paint- 
ed, and cement steps placed from the school yard to the drive- 
way in the rear of the school replacing dangerous runways. 
The grounds around the Teaticket School have been graded 
which has added greatly to the appearance of the property. 


The Americanization Classes have been continued 
through the winter in the Teaticket School, and the Com- 
munity College or Evening School has given the adults of 
the town an opportunity for further education. 


The funds of the School Department have been admin- 
istered on a very close budget this year and in several in-— 
stances the inadequate appropriations have been a great 
handicap. 


May we again call the attention of the taxpayers to the 
report of Detailed Credits included in this report. During 
the year 1935 the sum of $135,120.60 was expended for the 
schools. There has been returned to the Town Treasurer 
this year credits from State and other funds amounting to 
$17,594.75. This makes a total net cost to the town of 
$117,525.85, or $76.96 the cost per pupil. 


The future of the Town of Falmouth depends greatly 
upon the education of today and we urge your support and 
interest in the schools that we may be builders for the future.

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Report of the Committee for a High School 
Athletic Field 


The Committee appointed by the Moderator at the last 
Annual Town Meeting to investigate locations for a new High 
School Athletic Field have viewed many locations during the 
past year. 


The land in the rear of the Old Village School on Main 
Street is not large enough to accommodate a full sized field 
and this also holds true for the land bordering Jones Road 
belonging to Frank F. Ferreira. 


Two possible locations have been most thoroughly inves- 
tigated and both are large enough to accommodate a full sized 
athletic field. 


The property on the north side of Scranton Avenue start- 
ing on the western boundary of that land and running east- 
erly along Scranton Avenue can be purchased at a fairly rea- 
sonable figure and is very level. Very little grading and fill- 
ing would be necessary. 


The Committee feels that the most desirable plot is a 
portion of the Welch Estate, running from a point 200 feet 
from Main Street on Gifford Street along Gifford Street te 
Bourne Avenue, thence to the shore of the pond and then 
pack along the property line of the Thatcher Estate, a parcel 
of approximately 74% acres. 
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About 10 acres are necessary to provide a full sized field 
and for that reason 2% acres from the Thatcher Estate would 
be required. The Welch property can be secured by the Town 
at its assessed valuation and no doubt this also holds true 
on the Thatcher property. The cost of the recommended lo- 
cation would be considerably less than the other location. 


In view of the above circumstances and due to the very 
liberal offer of the owners of the Estate to sell at the assessed 
valuation, the Committee feels that the purchase of this land 
would be a very good investment for the Town and recom- 
mends its purchase.

Comparison of arrests in 1935 with the number in 1934 
shows an increase of nearly thirty percent for the past year. 


In February, 1935, I was compelled to reduce the person- 
nel of this department by laying off two men. This reduc- 
tion in the personnel, with an increase of thirty percent in 
criminal cases, and 962 investigations of complaints and auto- 
mobile accidents, accounts for the considerable reduction in 
the number of homes inspected during the year. 


During the first few months of the year members of this 
department attended a class in Criminal Law at night school. 
At the present time all officers are attending a class in Crim- 
inal Law in the assembly room of the new police station. In 
addition to this some of the officers are taking a course in 
Police Procedure at the Barnstable Police School. 
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The fact that out of a total of approximately 187 cases 
brought before the District and Superior Courts only one case 
was lost, indicates the results of our efforts to obtain a better 
knowledge of police work. 


Since we moved into our new quarters on November Ist, 
several persons have inspected the building and some very 
favorable comments have been made. Several have said they 
were at first opposed to the building of a new police station 
but now feel that the town has done the right thing in pro- 
viding adequate quarters where police work may be carried 
on more efficiently and with the privacy required in many 
cases. 


Carrying on from Qualification by New England Police 
Revolver League standards of several officers last year, in- 
struction and practice was continued. Serious study being 
devoted to individual errors, a gradual increase in the gen- 
eral average of scores was effected. 


As an invaluable index of proficiency the League match 
schedule is of great assistance in maintaining consistency of 
precision in slow fire. The police officer may never be able 
to choose time and place, much less speed of fire. It is there- 
fore essential that he be trained to place his bullets accur- 
ately, without danger to bystanders; effectively to minimize 
return fire; and speedily to accomplish results immediately. 
With this in mind instruction is scheduled for advanced 
stages in rapid fire, with the service weapon. 


The small bore ammunition is essential before proficiency 
may be expected. To reduce the cost of this stage of instruc- 
tion, it is intended to acquire a loading kit for the .38 caliber 
practice loads. 


It is believed the ability of this force to cope with serious 
emergencies, should they arise, is equal to any on the Cape, 
and considerably better than most. But, “As Good As” is a 
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poor standard, and we intend to rely on the manifest spirit 
of cooperation and reach a standard second to none. At the 
present time we have two officers who have qualified as ex- 
perts and five as sharpshooters. 


The instructor takes this opportunity of thanking all 
who contributed to the ammunition fund.

The library was open for 280 days during the year, mak- 
ing an average circulation of 139 per day. Since a six-day 
week was maintained for six months of the year instead of 
three, the daily circulation has been slightly lower than that 
of the previous year. The total circulation shows an increase. 


Satisfaction has been expressed by library users at find- 
ing the library open every day of the week, and it is hoped 
that this schedule may be continued during the coming year. 
This will add about thirty-six days to the library year. The 
increased schedule has been made possible, as well as other 
improved services, through the use of an assistant on several 
days each week. Miss Arnolda Gifford, summer assistant for 
a number of years, filled this place for the major part of the 
year. 
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The new children’s room has been a source of pleasure, 
satisfaction and comfort for all concerned. Adult readers 
may now enjoy some degree of quietness in their own read- 
ing room, while the boys and girls are left to freely browse 
about among books suited to their own tastes. With this 
added facility the library has been able to encourage wider 
use of its children’s books, through introductory visits from 
grammar school classes, and an age limit lowered to accom- 
modate third graders. The room has also been used to show 
displays of posters, paintings, photographs, and pen-and-ink 
sketches, of interest to both children and adults. 


The Falmouth Garden Club has sponsored a new Garden 
Shelf at the library, on which all garden books are now 
grouped. From time to time the Club expects to present 
books for the shelf, thus helping to enlarge its usefulness. 
For these accessions it has provided book-plates designed by 
Mrs. Margaret P. Hunt of North Falmouth. 


The librarian reports attendance and participation at 
various professional meetings, including that of the Massa- 
chusetts Library Club in Boston, the Library Institute held 
annually in Hyannis, the annual two-day meeting of the Cape 
Cod Library Club in Harwichport, and a number of commit- 
tee meetings in various Cape towns at which school libraries 
have been the subject of study.

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REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 


On the urge of the boiler inspector and at considerable 
unexpected expense, the water supply pipes inside the build- 
ing, which have been nearly clogged with rust for some time, 
have been replaced with copper tubing, and it was found 
necessary to place new grates in the steam boiler. The amount 
of these repairs had to be regretfully taken from funds in- 
tended for the purchase of books, etc. We are asking for an 
increased appropriation to provide for outside painting and 
other needed repairs in 1936. 


EAST FALMOUTH BRANCH 


At the request of East Falmouth citizens and as voted 
by the Town, there has been installed in a room of the East 
Falmouth School building a branch library, which for present 
requirements will be open on Tuesday and Friday afternoons 
from two to five-thirty o’clock. We appreciate the co-oper- 
ation of the School Department in providing the space, and 
invite suggestions from the patrons in that section as to how 
this branch can be made to serve in the largest way.

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Report of North Falmouth Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


Early in 1935, it became apparent that something must 
be done to relieve the crowded condition of shelves, closets 
and even floor space in the North Falmouth Library, and in 
March, in answer to an S. O. S. call sent to the Division of 
Public Libraries, Boston, Miss E. Louise Jones, Library Ad- 
viser, came to our assistance to weed out the “undesirables”, 
and well did she perform her duty. 


In our small room we now have 3,326 volumes in good 
condition for circulation, and have added in 1935, 208 books 
of which 44 were donated. 


In June the use of the room was requested during the 
morning service, in order that the youngest members of the 
church school might occupy it, while the parents availed 
themselves of the opportunity to attend Divine Service, the 
children being interested by capable chaperones. This privi- 
lege being granted, was much enjoyed. The gift of a large 
table, donated by Mr. and Mrs. Arthur D. Fiske to accommo- 
date the juvenile books has been appreciated by the smaller 
patrons. During the illness of the librarian for several months 
her work has been handled by Miss Ruth Cowen, post-gradu- 
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ate, and Miss Louise Davis, a senior, both North Falmouth 
girls of Lawrence High School, and both of whom were most 
painstaking and conscientious. 


Until 1935 the church for the last eight years has provid- 
ed the housing and lighting facilities of the library, free of 
charge, but owing to lack of funds, was obliged to exclude the 
lighting bill, which, of course, has lessened by so much the 
spending fund for books, much to our regret.

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Report of Building Commissioner 


Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submitted a report of the Building Depart- 
ment for the year of 1935. 


Building construction during the past year has improved 
as the table of comparisons will show. There were. 27 new 
dwellings constructed this year as against 20 of last year 
and 28 of the previous year. There was a total of 144 new 
permits issued including alterations during the year as 
against 119 for 1934. 


These figures are shown in the table below and a refer- 
ence to the comparison of previous years will indicate that 
both construction and the valuation are on the up-grade. 


This Department in connection with the Town Clerk have 
been made defendants in a legal action brought through 
counsel by Mrs. Annie R. Whittemore. This case has not been 
settled as yet and is in connection with the property of 
Samuel T. Cahoon. I am not able to report anything definite 
as to settlement at this date. The matter is in the hands of 
the Town Counsel. 


EE 
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I believe that it might be well to bring to the attention 
of the tax payers of the Town, that in addition to the func- 
tion of controlling and supervising the enforcement of the 
Zoning By-Laws of the Town, the Department has another 
valuable reason for its existence, and that is that by the use 
of adequate records and correct data obtained from inspec- 
tions, the Department furnishes an immediate report to the 
Assessors of information or facts that create new sources of 
revenue immediately. It might be well to consider that since 
the Town has maintained a Building Department, the neces- 
city for the periodical appointment of a “Revaluation Com- 
mittee” has not been found evident, and it is suggested that 
this condition may be worthy of mention as an important 
function, resulting in a direct benefit to the Town, and the 
Assessors in their effort to spread equally and fairly the tax 
burden.

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Report of Welfare Department 


In presenting my report for the year 1935, the Welfare 
Department has had the same serious problems as it had in 
the year 1934. Even with all the help given in grants for 
work by the Government, the number of persons and costs 
have increased. I am calling your attention to the financial 
statement as shown by the Town Accountant, and also sev- 
eral tables shown in this report. 


The fact remains that this Department must continue 
to be a very important factor in the running expenses of this 
Town, even allowing for all the help given by the State and 
Federal Governments. 


There are persons that have come to the end of their 
resources, and must either have work or help. Under the 
present rules of the W. P. A. no one not on the relief rolls or 
E. R. A. previous to November 1, 1935 can get work. It has 
been impossible to get any change in this rule. 


The Department has run smoothly with the staff as fol- 
lows: 
Agent, Geo. N. Holden 
Investigator, Louis J. Keezing 


Stenographer, Olivia R. Bourne 


Any one who is grieved by the decision of the agent has 
the privilege of appearing before the Board of Welfare con- 
sisting of three members whose decision settles any con- 
troversy. 
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Owing to the number of men now being employed in the 
various projects and the assurance that the most of them will 
continue at work for a number of months, the Department 
has asked for less money than last year, hoping that this 
amount will be sufficient to carry through. 


Any citizen is invited to make any investigations, study, 
or suggestions. Any information that they may seek will be 
cheerfully given if they will but come into the office. 


Thanking all who have helped in the problems before us, 
and hoping for the continuance of the same, I remain.

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Welfare Investigation 


Report of Committee appointed at Town Meeting to in- 
vestigate the Public Welfare Department of the Town of Fal- 
mouth for the years 1934-35. 


January, 1935. 


Your Committee has endeavored to acquaint itself with 
the Welfare problem and the doings of the Welfare Depart- 
ment of the Town of Falmouth in order to make constructive 
suggestions which, in its opinion, might result in a saving 
of Welfare expenditures. 


The Welfare Department of the Town of Falmouth con- 
sists of the Board of Selectmen with the aid of an agent and 
an investigator. It is the duty of the Selectmen to do all 
official acts relative to the operation of the said Welfare De- 
partment and to definitely delegate certain duties and powers 
of a limited nature to the Agent who works subject to their 
order. It is the duty of the Investigator to thoroughly ex- 
amine and be acquainted with the actual needs of the per- 
sons applying for aid within the Town and to ascertain other 
necessary facts required by the Agent or Board of Selectmen. 
In the past there has been some evidence of conflict of au- 
thority between the Board of Public Welfare and its agents. 
There is no necessity for this. The Committee recommends 
that the Selectmen as the Board of Public Welfare delegate 
in writing certain duties and powers at the beginning of each 
fiscal year to the Agent and that the Agent act within the 
scope of his power. If the Agent at any time is required to 
act outside of the scope of the said delegated’ authority, the 
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Selectmen should order such acts done on a printed form 
prepared for the purpose and signed by a majority of the 
Board of Selectmen. These orders should then be filed by 
the Agent for future reference. 


For example: The Agent might be given power to pass 
on any expenditure or authorize aid in any amount up toa 
certain sum and that for all expenditures over that sum he 
might be required to obtain the signature of the Chairman 
of the Board of Public Welfare or of the full Board. There 
should be a periodic check on all expenditures authorized by 
the Agent by the said Board of Public Welfare. This check 
might be made as follows: All expenditures authorized and 
aid given should be tabulated periodically by the Agent. At 
the end of each said period the Board of Public Welfare 
should have a conference with the Agent and his Investigator 
as to the advisability of the said expenditures. Then the re- 
port should be approved or disapproved by the Board of Pub- 
lic Welfare and that period of activity would be a closed in- 
cident. In this way the ultimate responsibility would rest 
where it belongs, in the Board of Public Welfare, and the 
Agent and Investigator would be acting under the Board’s 
direction. 


The first thought of any conscientious Committee com- 
missioned to examine the Welfare Department, or any other 
department, should be efficiency and economy in administra- 
tion. With the suggested changes in the running of the de- 
partment it is hoped by the Committee that greater efficiency 
will result. The next problem is that of economy. Com- 
parative figures showing expenditures made during each 
month for the past two years prove nothing without complete 
evidence as to the necessity and advisability of such expendi- 
ture. The various emergencies which might have rendered 
these expenditures necessary and desirable are almost incap- 
able of investigation. The circumstances of the various 
families requiring aid change from month to month and it is 
virtually impossible to attempt to investigate the advisability 
of expenditures for aid given months ago. It is absolutely 
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necessary that the Town place full reliance on the Board of 
Public Welfare and its agents. It is this group only which 
gets first hand information and it would be useless and pre- 
sumptuous to attempt to criticize this judgment even if such 
criticism were necessary. The Welfare Department through 
its Agents maintains a separate office with the Agent pre- 
siding. The Investigator works from this office and reports 
directly to the Agent. The Agent and the Investigator have 
one secretary who does their clerical work. Complete reports 
are necessary and must be kept. There must be some con- 
tacting Investigator who is acquainted with the actual need 
of each applicant.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


December 31st, 1935. 


To: The Chief Engineer 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sir: 


I wish to submit my report of my work in charge of the 
Fire Alarm and other activities for which I am responsible. 


I have extended the North Falmouth loop, circuit No. 4 
to New Silver Beach and installed boxes No. 48 and No. 483. 
This extension required approximately three miles of line 
construction. 


At Falmouth Heights, circuit No. 1, box 16 has been re- 
placed with an auxiliary shunt type box. This box for which 
Mr. Bristol paid is connected to the Fireguard System in the 
Wellsmere Annex thus giving them automatic supervised 
alarm protection. This circuit was also extended to include 
box No. 616, a private box which is connected to the Fire- 
guard System in the various buildings owned by Mr. Bristol 
at Maravista and Grand Avenues. Mr. Bristol also purchased 
this box. 


The extensive pole replacement carried on by the Tele- 
phone and Light Companies necessitated the removal of the 
Fire Alarm from more than 100 old poles and the subsequent 
replacement and construction that such a transfer occasions. 


The only two serious interruptions of the Fire Alarm Sys- 
tem were caused when the Surveyor’s Tower at Falmouth 
Heights, and a large tree at North Falmouth blew down dur- 
ing a storm. 
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I have had the usual amount of repairs, replacements, 
and maintenance of other years. 


I have performed electrical work in the Town Hall and 
Schools from time to time at the request of the Selectmen. 


The Quissett traffic lights broke down during the sum- 
mer due to the faulty construction performed by the concern 
which made the changes that were required by State Regu- 
lations. It would seem to me that if these lights are to be 
repaired it might be well to consider changing the present 
system to one with the control plates on the road so that the 
traffic could move faster. 


I acted as temporary Wire Inspector for approximately 
nine months during Mr. Henry Taylor’s illness, being only too 
glad to be of assistance to Mr. Taylor during his illness.

REMARKS 


During the past year the Fire Department has been called 
upon to extinguish more fires than last year, and the number 
of fires strictly applied to buildings were 134, as compared 
with 122 last year of the same class. 


It should be noted that the situation regarding false 
alarms and incendiary fires has materially increased, and al- 
though the Department has its suspicions, we have not yet 
been able to’ obtain evidence as to the culprit or culprits who 
are responsible, with any certainty of conviction. This con- 
dition is constantly being investigated by the State Fire In- 
spector for this district. 
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The fires of the year which can be noted as fires that 
might have become serious are as follows: The Nickerson 
Block; H. L. Tullock, Chappaquoit; Reilly Bros., Woods Hole; 
Sheehan’s Bakery, center; the two fires of the Alice Board- 
man property in North Falmouth; A. E. Hathaway fire at 
Gunning Point; the Elm Arch Inn; and Sabens’ barn. 


Two members of the permanent force resigned during 
the year, and on July 25th an examination was held in which 
there were twelve applicants, and after due consideration by 
the Board of Fire Engineers two new men were appointed to 
fill the vacancies. 


During the year money was appropriated, and a tank 
truck for the purpose of carrying water to fires which occur 
outside the hydrant protection was purchased, and it has 
been found that this tank truck has been the means of Sav- 
ing considerable cost, which would otherwise have been in- 
curred due to lack of water. This tank truck has proven to 
be one of the most important pieces of fire apparatus that 
the town has invested in, and as time goes on it will prove 
its importance even more. 


During the year by the aid of Federal money, repainting 
and reconditioning the inside of Fire Headquarters has been 
undertaken and completed. 


All hose has been tested during the past year, and it is 
definitely determined that twenty-four lengths of hose is not 
fit for use, and has been condemned. This causes a serious 
shortage of an important part of the Fire Department equip- 
ment, and it is earnestly recommended that adequate funds 
be appropriated so that this hose can be replaced or repaired. 


Twenty-four lengths of hose means that we are 1200 feet 
short of what we should have in the Department. 


A dangerous situation has occurred during the past year 
in the question of trying to run the tires on the trucks be- 
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yond their age of usefulness, and in the case of the ladder 
truck, it was felt by the Board of Engineers that dual wheels 
should be used on the ladder truck rather than singles, be- 
cause a blow-out was experienced, and which if it had oc- 
curred while driving it at a rapid rate of speed to a fire, 
might have caused serious accident. The Finance Committee 
saw the emergency and authorized the installation of dual 
wheels on the ladder truck. This has been completed. 


It is reported that the members of the Fire and Police 
Departments are investigating the possibility of Civil Service, 
and its application to the Polce and Fire Departments. At 
the time of writing this report it is felt that the members of 
the departments are requesting the Town to accept provi- 
sions of the law placing them under the Control of Civil Serv- 
ice. We wish to report in connection with this that this will 
in no way affect the government of the Department nor the 
present administration, nor the appointment by the Select- 
men. It has been the policy of the Board of Fire Engineers 
to have governed the Department as close to the procedure 
~ set forth by Civil Service as it has been legally possible to do 
so. 


The experience during the past year in connection with 
the Christmas party, was that we were not able to give as 
many toys to the children as heretofore, due to a lack of 
response in receiving the number of toys, but a very pleasant 
Christmas party was held and gifts to the number of 300 were 
distributed. 


The firemen on June 9th attended a mass church service 
on the Firemen’s Memorial Sunday, and in the future it is 
hoped that the Department will continue the formal observ- 
ance of this Memorial Sunday. 


During the past year the Department has extended and 
continued its firemen’s drill course and school in an endeavor 
to keep the men up to date in the working of their profession. 
This practice has been found to be a great help in the extin- 
guishment of fires efficiently. 
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In closing this report the Board of Engineers wish to ex- 
tend their appreciation and to commend the members of the 
Fire Department, both Call and Permanent, for their excel- 
lent efficiency that they manifest in their work, and for the 
fine spirit of loyalty that they have shown.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden 


To: The Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I wish to submit the report of the Forest Fire Warden 
for the year ending December 31st, 1935. 


Having been appointed as Forest Warden in January of 
this year, and complying with the requirements contained 
in the General Laws, I appointed the following Deputy Fire 
Wardens:

There was a considerable number of forest fires this year, 
but due to the modern equipment and prompt response, I was 
able to confine the losses to the minimum. We had 11 fires 
which burned a total of 69 acres.

The following is a summary of the work performed by the 
Department this year: 


Total number of Deputies used at fires 99 
Total number of Men used at fires 818 
Total number of Acres burned over 69 
Cost of Deputies and Men at all fires $629.28 


I wish to call your attention to the fact that the number 
of acres burned over is considerably less this year as com- 
pared with the previous two years. I attribute this to prompt 
notification in the event of fires by co-operation of the State 
Fire Tower, and to the fact that a fire patrol was instituted 
during the dry spells which was responsible for extinguishing 
many fires before they had assumed serious proportions. 
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During this year I have continued the excellent precau- 
tion of having the fire breaks harrowed, and in these areas 
it is extremely important that we continue this practice due 
to the growth which is getting more dense as each year goes 
by, thus making these fire breaks more necessary and valu- 
able. 


The acquisition of a tank truck by the Fire Department, 
and for the use of the Forest Warden is among the reasons 
for saving considerable money on costs this year. It is quite 
evident in the estimation of your Forest Warden that by the 
use of the tank truck, that this Department was able to save 
in two fires alone two or three thousand dollars cost which 
might have occurred had we not been able to have the tank 
truck and the accessory equipment which goes with it. 


It is recommended that the fire breaks be kept up as in 
the past two years, and that during the dry spells, the town’s 
people quickly report to Fire Headquarters any fires that they 
may discover, or any suspicious conditions that they may 
note in connection with a forest fire, in order that the Forest 
Warden will be able to quickly and promptly extinguish or 
abate any fire before it gets serious. 


The Forest Warden was called upon twice during the 
year to respond to out of town assistance which was rendered, 
and has been paid for by the town to which assistance was 
given. 


Your attention is respectfully called to the Town Ac- 
countant’s report for a record of the expenditures during the 
past year. 


There are no outstanding bills or accounts against the 
Forest Warden to my knowledge.

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Report of Park Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Park Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


Your Park Commissioners have had another successful 
year with the parks and bathing beaches. We have tried to 
give your parks the best of care. We feel that good looking 
parks are a good advertisement for the Town. 


Our beaches were very popular this past year. We had 
competent people in charge of the bath houses, and they did 
all in their power for the comfort of the patrons. Everyone 
was welcome that behaved themselves. There were no drown- 
ing accidents at the Bathing Beaches this summer. 


The baseball diamond at Central Park was put in good 
condition this spring and was used by the High School boys 
and the Cape Cod League. 


We have an article in the warrant for a sea wall at the 
foot of Shore Street and your Commissioners are asking the 
State to help with the cost of the project. 


We are asking for a small amount of money to continue 
the improvement of Woods Hole Park. We find it is better 
to spend a small amount each year for two or three years 
instead of spending a large amount in one year. 
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At Old Silver Beach a breakwater was built this year by 
the Town, County and State, and it has been a great help in 
protecting our beach. 


The Parking Space at Old Silver Beach has been hard- 
ened and much credit goes to our Highway Surveyor for good 
work he did. 


At F. A. Nye Park a tennis court and baseball diamond 
were made by the E. R. A. The work was never completed 
and we are asking the town to finish the project by seeding 
the banks and keep them from washing.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Although comparatively few major public improvements 
have been made by the Town during 1935, the Planning Board 
has had an active year, and has given much time and thought 
to many matters that have properly required its attention. 


The Board has helped wherever possible in preparing and 
expediting work relief projects for which the Town has re- 
ceived many thousands of dollars of Federal money. 


It has held hearings and submitted recommendations as 
required by law on matters relating to proposed changes in 
the Zoning map and by-laws. 


Believing that a Planning Board may properly consider 
any matters broadly affecting the physical property of the 
town we offer the following recommendations on subjects we 
consider of importance. 


The Planning Board commends the following recommend- 
ations to the attention of the citizens of the Town. 


Highways: 
A direct new highway from the Bourne Bridge at the 
Cape Cod Canal south to shorten the present indirect 
route 28 is urgently needed. The Town should formally 
petition the State Department of Public Works and if 
necessary the proper Federal authorities asking the 
prompt completion of this important link. 
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It is reported that private interests are exerting in- 
fluence to have the state build a new highway from North 
Falmouth to West Falmouth, west of the present satis- 
factory route 28 between those villages. Such a road is 
not nearly so important to the public necessity and con- 
venience as is the direct connection to and from the 
Bourne Bridge. Unnecessary duplication of existing 
roads is neither sound economy nor good sense, particu- 
larly when a more important through route connection 
is still to be completed. The Town should find effective 
ways of making its opinion known and respected. 


A survey of a new street parallel to Main Street be- 
tween the old Grammar School and Shore Street on the 
south in Falmouth Village, authorized by the town at the 
1935 Annual Meeting, has not yet been made, for lack of 
funds. The need of such a street is increasing yearly, and 
the longer the delay the greater the ultimate cost. The 
making of the survey is still possible under the 1935 vote, 
and the Planning Board urges definite action. 


Sooner or later a heavy-traffic cut-off highway to the 
North of Falmouth Village will probably be built. The 
present lack of interest in tentative plans submitted by 
the Planning Board for a practical route for such high- 
way is natural, as the need is not immediately apparent. 
The Planning Board is led to point out, in view of other 
Similar situations, that it may be far preferable for the 
Town to have an interest in locating the road now where 
the townspeople themselves may wish it, rather than risk- 
ing the possibility of a less desirable layout being made 
by the State without so much consideration for the 
Town’s wishes. 


Certain corners on the town’s highways, now consti- 
tuting a real danger to the voluminous traffic, can and 
should be studied and improved. Among several, the most 
important are the so-called Watson’s corner at the inter- 
section of Locust Street and South Main; the “Queen’s 
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Buyway” corner on Palmer avenue and the angle in the 
same road near the Village Green, and the sharp angle 
corner at the intersection of East Main Street and Fal- 
mouth Heights road. 


Parks and Playgrounds: 


A remarkably beautiful and large park area is in the 
making in the several-hundred-acre tract of natural 
woodland which has been wisely acquired by the Town as 
a protection of the Watershed around Long Pond. Sev- 
eral thousand dollars of Federal work relief money have 
been spent on improving this property, with excellent re- 
sults. Hundreds of thousands of forest tree seedlings 
have been planted in portions of it in recent years, and 
natural wood roads offer attractive trails for horseback 
riders. The use of automobiles in these watershed areas 
is purposely limited. The property runs from the lake 
shore to an elevation of over 150 feet, with unobstructed 
views for miles in all directions. 


The extension of Worcester Park, Falmouth Heights, 
through to Jericho Road on the north would be a desir- 
able permanent park development. 


At F. A. Nye Park in North Falmouth the ball field 

_ and the two new tennis courts, constructed in 1935 by E. 

R. A. help, should be completed and made useful to the 
community. 


Further development of the town property back of 
the old Village Grammar school in Falmouth is desirable 
if the building is to serve as a Community Center. The 
parking space there has filled a real need. The tennis 
courts have been used far more than the general public 
realizes. 


Additional playground value in this property, espe- 
cially for children, may well be developed. 
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Acquisition of land east of Gifford Street for an Ath- 
letic field is recommended by the special committee ap- 
pointed in 1935. The opportunity to purchase for the as- 
sessed valuation is a very fair offer, of which the town 
should take immediate advantage before it is too late. 
The property is conveniently located, fairly priced, and 
with the possible help of Federal work relief funds can 
for a reasonable expenditure be made into an excellent 
athletic field. No other property appears to possess all 
these qualifications. 


The completion of the playground north of the Jun- 
ior High School should be accomplished at the earliest 
possible date. 


Beaches and Harbors: 
Protection of waterfront against storm damage, and 
the building up of good permanent useful beaches are im- 
portant and should be carried forward. The increasing 
amount of this work now being done by private owners 
should be supplemented by similar work on public proper- 
ty as funds are available. 


Preservation of the town’s bathing beaches must be 
zealously guarded. They must be kept clean, in good order, 
accessible and free from objectionable features of any 
sort. This is impossible without the full cooperation of 
all the residents of the town. 


Harbor improvements deserve more attention and 
support than they have received in the past. The devel- 
opment and encouragement of boating of all types with- 
in the town will attract additional enthusiasts and direct- 
ly benefit all concerned. 


Agriculture: 
Practical agriculture in the town needs practical 
guidance and help. The conservation of soil fertility, 
rotation of crops and a wider diversity of marketable 
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crops should be specifically encouraged, both for the ad- 
ditional revenue which may be brought into the town and 
for the furthering of helpful self-subsistence of the 
townspeople. 


Zoning: 

The Planning Board emphasizes again the urgent 
need for careful consideration of the ultimate effects of 
any proposed zoning changes, and the general undesir- 
ability of “spot-zoning”, or placing small isolated individ- 
ual properties in zoning classifications which conflict 
with the natural and prevailing use of the surrounding 
property. 


The importance and value of wise zoning is in the 
protection it affords to every property owner, in that his 
property will not be depreciated in value by the undesir- 
able use of nearby property. 


With rare exceptions spot-zoning must be avoided if 
general zoning is to be effective in its plain purpose of 
protecting the best interests of any neighborhood and of 
the community as a whole. 


Last September it was the privilege and honor of the 
Falmouth Planning Board to act as hosts to the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Planning Boards which held its annual 
meeting at Falmouth Heights. 


The Planning Board and the entire town have lost a loyal 
and respected friend in the death last December of Mr. Will- 
iam F. Bourne of West Falmouth. We record his passing with 
sincere sorrow.

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Water Department Report 


January 8, 1936. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Water Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. C. Edward 
Hall was elected Water Commissioner for three years, suc- 
ceeding Mr. C. E. L. Gifford. The Board organized on March 
12, as follows: E. E. C. Swift, Chairman; C. Edward Hall, Sec- 
retary; and Austin F. Lawrence. The office and operating 
staff has continued as previously with J. C. Moore, Superin- 
tendent; G. A. Griffin, Registrar and Engineer; E. B. Hamlin, 
Collector, and Mrs. W. L. Hewins, Bookkeeper and Clerk. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WORK 


We are pleased to report that the plant has continued to 
adequately meet all requirements during the past year for 
both domestic purposes and extinguishing fires. Due to an 
unusual amount of rain in the summer months, the demand 
was not as heavy as in some years. There was also a marked 
reduction in the quantity used on some of the larger metered 
services, this undoubtedly being due to the greater care taken 
to avoid waste of water. The largest daily pumpage for the 
year was 2,685,000 gallons which is 14 percent less than 1934, 
while the total yearly quantity was 286,145,750 or 47.5 million 
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gallons less than in 1934. 278.5 million gallons of this amount 
were pumped by the main steam unit and 7.6 million gallons 
by the emergency gas centrifugal pumps which were oper- 
ated a total of 201 hours during the season. 


The main pumping unit, installed in 1926, with a capacity 
of 24% million gallons per day was thought to be sufficient 
to supply greatest demand for many years. The use of 
water has increased very rapidly, particularly for irrigating 
purposes, and with increase in pressure and mains there 
has been a rather extravagant use of water. This is certain 
to result in an unmetered system—but as noted above there 
has been a marked decrease on the services which have been 
metered, and we feel that by metering all services, we shall 
be able to prevent waste and excessive use, and the steam 
pump will then be ample to supply all reasonable demands. 


As in the latter part of 1934, a very severe cold weather 
resulted in many services being frozen. They were in all 
cases, pipe laid beyond the curb line by property owners, and 
in general they were due to the fact that the pipes had not 
been laid sufficiently deep. No mains or hydrants were 
frozen. 


Although we were not responsible for the frozen services 
which were beyond the curb line, we felt we were best 
equipped to take care of them, and made it a point to restore 
water service as rapidly as possible. The total cost of this 
work was $425.15 for 45 services. We extend our appreciation 
to the Cape & Vineyard Electric Company who kindly coop- 
erated and furnished equipment and current at a very low 
cost. 


There have been several extensions principally to pro- 
vide improved and all-year service with fire protection to 
present takers. No extensions have been laid into new ter- 
ritory. 
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The Quissett standpipe has been lined with Bitumastic 
enamel after removal of all old coating by sand-blasting and 
chipping. This is the same treatment as used in 1934 on the 
Woods Hole Standpipe. From our experience to date with the 
latter, this enamel coating appears to be the most satisfac- 
tory of all types of coating. 


Four hydrants have been broken off by automobiles during 
the year and whenever this occurs, the new hydrant, where 
feasible, is set in back of the sidewalk. These are of the self- 
closing type. 


The principal feature of the year’s work has been the 
increase in the number of meters set. In line with our previ- 
ous recommendations and carrying out the program as out- 
lined in earlier reports, we have proceeded as rapidly as pos- 
sible with the ultimate end in view of a complete metering 
of all services. As previously remarked, the most urgent rea- 
son for metering the services is to curtail the use of water 
to a reasonable amount, so that our plant, which is ample to 
supply all ordinary requirements, will be able to do so with- 
out overloading or danger of shortage of water for fire pro- 
tection. 


EXTENSIONS 


The principal extension was the laying of 1900 ft. of 6” 
pipe on Walker Street to replace a 4” line, part of which was 
laid in 1898. The latter line had become so clogged as to be 
equivalent to not much more than a 2” pipe—wholly incapable 
of supplying sufficient quantities of water for fire purposes 
in this fairly well developed residence section. In conjunction 
with this line, a 6” main was extended through Prospect 
Street for a distance of 600 feet. Both of these lines were 
equipped with self-closing hydrants. 
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Main extensions also included 1500 ft. of 6” mains with 
one hydrant on Naushon Road, Falmouth Cliffs; 750 ft. of 8” 
with one hydrant on Silver Beach Ave., Silver Beach. These 
lines provide fire protection and year-round service to several 
houses and in the case of Silver Beach Ave., the 8” line is 
intended to eventually make a loop with a future line on 
the Shore Road. 


In accordance with our standard practice, all mains are 
bitumastic lined. Several small lines, temporarily laid just 
below the surface, have been lowered below frost, thus fur- 
nishing year-round service and doing away with the necessity 
of draining the lines in cold weather. 


The materials and skilled labor for all of the above work 
was provided by the Department while the common labor 
was furnished by the F. E. R. A. or W. P. A. 


MAINTENANCE 


The usual work of keeping the system in order has been 
carried on by the regular crew. This work consists of mak- 
ing new service connections, renewals of defective services, 
checking and testing hydrants and gates, and repairing leaks. 


The maintenance force is on call at all hours to respond 
in emergencies such as repairing leaks or broken hydrants, 
the latter usually occurring at night and in one instance re- 
quiring the crew to work from midnight to 4 A. M. in zero 
weather.

Sandwich Road 


All new hydrants are of the self-closing type equipped 
with auxiliary gates to enable repairs to be made without 
shutting off the mains. Painting and packing has been car- 
ried on as usual. 


Services: 


An increase in new services is noted this year—the total 
being 32 or 6 more than in 1934. Copper tubing was used 
uniformly, the size being generally %4” with occasional 
larger sizes for unusual conditions. Considerable work was 
necessitated in re-connecting services to new mains as laid 
and in many instances it was found that service renewals 
were necessary because of the poor condition of the service 
pipe, particularly at the joints. 


Minor Extensions: 
These included the following: 

Falmouth Cliffs 
Wild Harbor Ave.—226 ft. of 2” pipe. 
Malchman off Prospect St.—155 ft. of 6” pipe. 
Trotting Park Road—63 ft. of 2” pipe. 
Siders Pond Lots—77 ft. of 1” pipe. 
Lowering 2” pipe. 


In connection with the Cliffs Minor Extension laid in the 
Winter of 1934, the Road surface was restored with asphalt 
obtained from the Highway department. 
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Standpipes: 

All standpipes were drained and cleaned in May, at which 
time they were inspected and found to be in satisfactory con- 
dition. The Quissett and West Falmouth standpipes have 
been in service for over 30 years and of course require more 
attention than when they were new. Certain minor defects 
will be taken care of during the year, but no large expendi- 
ture is anticipated unless it seems desirable to apply the 
Bitumastic Treatment to the West Falmouth standpipe. This 
will depend on the condition of the interior paint on our next 
inspection. 


Meters: 

Early in the year, it was decided to adopt a uniform type 
of meter. This avoids the expense of carrying a stock of re- 
pair parts for different types. After thorough investigations, 
we have adopted the Trident meter and although not the 
cheapest, we have reason to believe that it is best adapted to 
our needs and is one of the most satisfactory and economical 
in the long run. There have been 571 meters installed during 
the year making a total of 704 in operation out of 3000 serv- 
ices. The first meters were installed in places where there 
were indications of a considerable waste of water, but we 
have now advanced to the stage where our policy is to con- 
centrate the installations of meters so that certain definite 
areas of the town will be completely metered and can be put 
on this basis without waiting for the whole town to be 
metered. The cost of metering is a very large item and 
though we have had surplus funds on hand during the past 
few years, these will all be exhausted probably before the end 
of 1936, as it will take all the surplus and whatever savings 
there may be in 1935 from the decrease of bond payments, 
to purchase and install meters. The problem is somewhat 
different from that in cities where every house has a cellar. 
In many cases a meter pit must be built because there is no 
cellar or because of some of the larger estates having a num- 
ber of services branching off from a tap outside the cellar 
of the house. 


Although the cost of metering will amount to a large 
total cost it is believed that this amount can be met from 
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water rates. In some places the cost of the meter is assessed 
on the taker or a meter rental is prescribed. In the latter 
case, a Slightly lower rate may be possible but the work of 
accounting and billing is greater than if we were to absorb 
the cost of meters directly in the rate. The takers as a whole 
must pay the cost and we believe that this they will willingly 
do in return for the satisfaction of feeling that they are pay- 
ing in proportion to the amount used. 


METER RATE 


There has been a natural interest aroused as to what 
would be the rate for water on a meter basis. We have given 
this considerable study, and we hope as a result of the year’s 
experience, to be able to establish a fair and equitable rate 
that will provide sufficient revenue to operate the water 
works and continue to supply sufficient funds for additional 
meters. 


Experience to date seems to indicate that a number of 
the larger estates will pay more if they continue to use quan- 
tities as in the past. It also appears that the takers having 
only one or two faucets, but using the water for sprinkling 
and irrigating purposes will have to pay a higher rate than 
under the flat rate. It seems probable that the average 
householder will benefit somewhat by the meter rate,—at 
least he will be able to control the amount of his bill above 
a certain fixed minimum. This seems to be what the takers 
desire, and it is our aim to please them as far as possible. 


PUMPING STATION 


No major changes have been made in the pumping plant 
during the year. A considerable decrease in the total amount 
of water pumped is noted in the Chief Engineer’s report 
appended hereto, whereas the main item of cost, that is for 
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fuel, has decreased somewhat due to the abolition of the N. 
R. A. which resulted in a large increase in price in 1934. 
There has been some difficulty with the automatic record- 
ing apparatus of the standpipe resulting largely from the 
serious electrical storm during the summer which blew out 
the cable from several places and required considerable time 
to locate the blow-outs. As a result there has been a new 
type of recording apparatus installed in the West Falmouth 
standpipe. This is more sensitive and more accurate and oper- 
ates on less power than the previous type of apparatus. 


The lower demand for water at the peak of the season 
resulting partly from wet weather and largely from the effect 
of metering, made it necessary to run the emergency engines 
for a total period of only 201 hours. Even this is longer than 
actually required, but it was thought feasible to run them 
regularly for short periods in order to keep them ready for 
service on short notice. 


One of the principal duties of a water works is to furnish 
water for fire protection. It must be remembered that the 
water department is a powerful ally of the fire department— 
in fact in most instances an indispensable ally. The very 
high demands that are made for such fires as that on Gun- 
ning Point Road makes necessary a large pumping capacity, 
ample storage to provide for possible break downs, numerous 
hydrants constantly inspected and ready for instant service, 
with mains adequate to supply the demand. 


For example, during such a fire as referred to, the rate 
of pumping was increased from nothing to 1050 gallons per 
minute for two hours. The total amount pumped during the 
hours of the fire was 126,000 gallons, whereas the total pump- 
age for the remainder of the day was but 568,000 gallons. 


The cost of maintaining a service of this nature is an 
appreciable portion of the whole cost of maintenance and 
although the original cost of the pumps and mains and 
hydrants has been paid, the depreciation and maintenance 
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continues. The cost of this must now be absorbed in the 
water rates paid by the town. 


The emergency centrifugal pumps are powerful and effi- 
cient, and can be put into service immediately for emergen- 
cies of any kind. They are gasoline driven, but can be con- 
verted to electric drive at a comparatively small cost. 


Water Treatment: 


The lime treatment has been continued as previously 
with careful watching by our chemists, Metcalf & Eddy, ac- 
companied by quarterly reports from the State Board of 
Health. There has been almost no complaint brought to our 
attention regarding the addition of lime to the water. It is 
felt that the public has now come to appreciate the object 
and value of this treatment and that there is no possible rea- 
son for fear that the minute quantities of lime in the water 
can injure health or cause damage to pipe. 


Reference is made to our 1934 report which goes into this 
matter in some detail. 


RECORDS AND PLANS 


Due to the pressure of other work it has not been possible 
to keep up the records of service pipes and mains as in the 
past so as to make them available for the use of the organ- 
ization. Data has however, been collected regarding all un- 
derground work that has been laid. It is our intention to 
complete all records and plans of this material during the 
year as well as to continue the plotting of our records of 
service plans. The latter has been found indispensable in 
our meter installation work. 


Detailed estimates of the cost of proposed extensions 
have been made as required for the Town Warrant and for 
various projects in which the Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration furnished the labor. 
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FINANCIAL 


As in 1934, is was possible to make a 10% reduction in 
rates with no time limit restriction. It is interesting to note 
that the collections from July 1st to September 30 were ap- 
proximately the same as in 1934, when that date was set as 
a time limit for taking the 10% discount. 


In accordance with the water lien law adopted by the 
town in 1928, which limits the time for placing liens for un- 
paid water bills to 12 months from the date of bill, we placed 
liens on all 1934 overdue accounts in June, 1935. With the 
enactment of an amendment to the water lien law in 1935, 
all water liens are committed to the Assessors who handle 
them as they do property taxes. Collection of these accounts 
passes into the hands of the Tax Collector. The total water 
liens placed in 1935 amount to $6,936.90 for 250 accounts. 


An audit of water accounts by the State Department of 
Corporations and Taxation showed an amount of overdue ac- 
counts sufficient to prompt the State Auditors to recommend 
prompter collection. We were advised that our obligations 
to the town and to those who paid promptly, called for a more 
drastic policy in discontinuing service to delinquent takers. 
It has been our policy to be as lenient as possible during these 
difficult times, but it would appear that many have taken 
undue advantage of this leniency and entirely disregarded 
their water obligations. In accordance with the recommend- 
ations of the State, we therefore notified all takers whose bills 
were overdue more than two years, that the water would be 
shut off until the accounts were paid. 


The net income for 1935 was $77,349.36 as against 
$74,713.38 in 1934. The total expenditure from water de- 
partment funds was $76,340.77, an increase of $2,252.04 over 
1934. This increase was due principally to the speeding up 
of our meter program. 


Although we had on January 1, 1935, $49,044.09 listed as 
Water Loan to General Account and other balances, a large 
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part of that amount was required to maintain the plant and 
carry out extensions before July 1, the date of our water bills. 
A similar balance at the end of the year will be required to 
meet the same expenses and to install meters. A more ex- 
tended explanation of the financial operations was given in 
our 1934 report. 


The collection of overdue accounts by placing water liens 
is undesirable and entails a considerable amount of extra 
work and expense. It is expensive and annoying to the taker 
and is resorted to only where ordinary methods fail. In order 
to protect the Town’s interest, liens must be placed within 
the legal time limit and they must be placed in advance of 
all advertised foreclosures to secure the claim. 


The annual amount for maturing bonds decreased to 
$17,500 and will be $16,500 in 1936. The balance sheet shows 
an increase of assets of $25,194.08 and of $42,118.54 in the 
Town’s equity. Amounts shown as “annual rates paid in ad- 
vance” are not included in the ‘‘Town’s equity” although the 
cash has been received. Our income was reduced some $900 
by the failure to provide for payment for water furnished to 
public buildings. We take the opportunity to quote from a 
report by Metcalf & Eddy; “It seems to me that the cost of 
water for schools and other public buildings should be con- 
sidered as a proper charge against the appropriations for the 
departments involved and not something which should be 
supported out of water rates collected from private custom- 
ers.” And again, in discussing a possible meter rate for the 
town he says, “There is a great deal to be said for assessing 
a reasonable sum as fire protection service or hydrant rental 
to be met from the general tax levy and transferred to the 
Water Department. In this way, owners of summer property 
who use water only for a limited period of the year, but whose 
fire protection is of quite as much value to them during the 
remainder of the year as during the time they spend in the 
town, will be charged at least a part of the cost of the fire 
protection, and it seems probable that a reasonable schedule 
for metered water can be worked out more satisfactorily if 
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none or but a small part of the actual cost of fire protection 
has to be covered in the water rates.” and Theodore N. Wad- 
dell, “ ... Rates should be charged to every water taker and 
should include hydrant service and service in public buildings 
...’ The amount paid by the public buildings is but little more 
than 1% of our revenue but we urgently recommend that 
this amount be appropriated in order to help defray the cost 
of meters, to enable us to exercise control over the amount 
used as well as to keep a proper account of our financial op- 
erations. 


Financial Statements: 


Financial statements included herein are in addition to 
those of the Town Accountant. They are intended to show 
the set-up of the department as a public service enterprise. 
Services, minor extensions, hydrants, new construction and 
meter installations are considered as plant additions. The 
latter item as well as additions to stock, is a further subdivi- 
sion of items shown in “General” in the Town Accountant’s 
report. 


Recommendatiens: 


For some time we have felt the need of improving the 
main leading from Quissett Standpipe to the Four Corners. 
We are constantly confronted during the summer season with 
the situation of having Quissett standpipe full, with Woods 
Hole Standpipe considerably lower. Relief can be obtained 
by laying an additional 10” main for some 3000 feet between 
these two points and we recommend this procedure. 


A water main to Acapesket has been urged by the resi- 
dents. The expense of crossing Great Pond outlet has stood 
in the way of this improvement and although desirable, we 
do not feel that we should finance this at the expense of our 
meter program. It might be possible to provide summer sery- 
ice by laying mains and hydrants, connected over the bridge 
by a line which could be normally shut off in winter. This 
line could be arranged so as to be opened up in case of fire. 
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Following the financial statement is the report of the 
Chief Engineer of the Pumping Station, a table of water 
pumped, a comparative financial table, graphical charts and 
a summary of statistics.

ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1935. 


A decrease in the amount of water pumped during the 
last year will be noted. This is partly due to the dry spell 
coming later in the season and milder weather when less 
water was run to waste to prevent freezing. 


The water in Long Pond is 34% inches lower than at this 
time last: year. 


Engine Room 


The Worthington Pump has been in operation every day 
the past year. An average of 373.8 gallons of water per pound 
of coal has been obtained for the year. 


All suction valves on this unit have been replaced with 
new ones, and all discharge valves turned over. The steam 
end of the pump has been painted also. 
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The Sterling Gas pumps have been run a total of 201 
hours for the year, with an average of 4500 gallons of water 
per gallon of gas. 


All recording guages on standpipes are working well at 
this time. 


Boiler Room 


The boilers and their appliances are in good condition, 
the furnace of No. 1 boiler has been relined, also new arches 
and deadplates. The main stop valve on No. 2 boiler has been 
sent to the shop for repair. 

The slight traces of pitting which showed up two years 
ago have been entirely checked. 


Living Rooms 


The repairs to this part of the plant for the year include 
shingling a small section of the roof and painting part of it, 
replacing drain pipes on sink and set tubs, and installing a 
new flush closet.

Report of Town Forest Committee 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Town Forest Committee respectfully reports con- 
tinuation of the work at Long Pond Watershed reported last 
year. On a portion of the land cleared during 1934, 50,000 
tree seedlings were planted during the spring of 1935. . Since 
that time about 150 acres additional land has been cleared 
with funds from E. R. A. and W. P. A. sources with practically 
no cost to the town. The Forest Committee will require 
another 50,000 trees for planting this territory the coming 
spring and asks for an appropriation which will make it pos- 
sible to buy such of these trees as cannot be obtained from 
the state. 


While it is possible that W. P. A. funds may be available 
for planting these trees the Committee hopes that a sufficient 
appropriation will be granted so that they may be enabled to 
carry on the planting if Federal funds cannot be secured. 
Five hundred dollars should be appropriated for this work to 
be used as required. 


A portion of the Town Forest located in Good Will Park 
has been cleared of brush so that the young trees now well 
established have an opportunity to develop. The rest of this 
area should unquestionably be cleared in the same manner, 
including the area where the beautiful cedars exist. A fire 
in this locality would ruin many of these beautiful trees be- 
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fore it could be stopped. Since Good Will Park is not con- 
sidered by the Federal Government as Town property, no help 
from this source can be secured. In the opinion of this com- 
mittee a larger appropriation should be granted for the care 
of Good Will Park to guard against damage by fire.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports of all special committees made at any meet- 
ings held during the year, together with any other action taken 
at said meetings, including committee appointments and resol- 
utions passed. 
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(da) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The selectmen shall present to the town 
at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing 
to serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of 
lumber, fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field 
drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amcunt 
of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the ‘town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay for transportation 
on the following basis: If the point to which he goes can be 
reached reasonably directly by railroad, he shall be allowed 
the amount of the railroad fare to and from that point; if the 
point is not easily accessible by railroad, he shall be allowed 
pay for transportation at the rate of five (5) cents per mile 
to and from the point in question. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 
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Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 
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Report of Committee on Standing Votes 


The Standing Votes were considerably changed at the 1935 
Annual Town Meeting and are so printed in the 1935 Town 
Report. 


The Committee to which the Standing Votes were re- 
ferred for further consideration reports as follows:— 


ARTICLE II. Section 1. (c) should have inserted after 
the word “Reports” the words “or abstracts of reports” and 
therefore should read as follows:— 


“(c) Reports, or abstracts of reports, of all special 
committees made at any meetings held during the 
year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and reso- 
lutions passed.” 


ARTICLE III. Section 2. it is suggested should read as 
follows:— 


“Section 2. The selectmen shall appoint suitable 
persons to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors 
of lumber, fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers 
and field drivers.” 


ARTICLE VI. Section 2 should read as follows:— 


“Section 2. When any officer or member of any 
board, paid or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point 
outside the town of Falmouth on official business con- 
nected with the duties of his office, he shall be en- 
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titled to receive pay for transportation on the follow- 
ing basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall 
be allowed the amount of the fare; if he travels by 
motor vehicle, he shall be allowed at the rate of five 
(5) cents per mile of travel.” 


It is not within the scope of the vote appointing this Com- 
mittee to suggest any changes in the By-Laws of the Town but 
it is obvious that changes should be made in such By-Laws 
and the Committee suggests that the matter of revising the 
existing By-Laws and adding such additional ones as may be 
necessary be referred to a Committee for study and report at 
a future town meeting. 


The need of changes in the existing By-Laws is apparent. 
For example, ARTICLE 1. Section 4. (a) provides that the main 
body of the house shall be reserved for registered voters, all 
others to use the gallery or seats on the platform. In litigation 
in which the town is involved it is contended under this parti- 
cular By-Law the main body of the house has to be large 
enough to hold the registered voters who wish to attend. 
While this contention in all probability will not stand in the 
Courts, nevertheless it is apparent the By-Law should be 
changed. 


The By-Law as to Hawkers and Pedlers adopted in 1919 
is obsolete and should be entirely repealed. 


The By-Law as to a speed limit of 15 miles per hour in 
the thickly settled part of this town is observed only by a very 
few good citizens. Also it has been superseded by general laws 
regulating speed.

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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the legal by-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth, duly approved and in full force and effect, (ex- 
cept the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate book- 
let). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 
hour. 

Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de-

scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


QUORUM BY-LAW. 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town officers. 

(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 


Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
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to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 


Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 

Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 

(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the lst story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 

(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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Stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 
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Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be _ pub- 
lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
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however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916). 


Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence 
in like manner with such board or officer. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 


Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
Spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
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tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 


Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 


Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931. 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department.
